who entered the battered hulk of 
the United States submarine 8-61 
today reported that there were 
about 12 bodies inside the ship. 
One body was seen wedged behind 
machinery in the engine room and 
others were reported in the tor- 


pedo room. 

If the divers’ estimate is cor- 
rect, it means that the bodies of 
13 sailors were washed from the 
hulk by the waves while it lay on 
the ocean bed off Block Island, 
after being sunk by the steamer 
City of Rome last September, and 
will never be recovered. 

When the _ collision occurred 
there were 36 men on the 8-51. 
Three were saved and eight bodies 


were later recovered. 
hoped that the remaining 26 bodies 
had: stayed in the submarine and 
could be reclaimed by the bereaved 
familfes. 

Craft Tried to Avoid Steamer. 

“Physical evidence gathered 
from observation shows that the. 
S-51 was trying to avoid the City 
of Rome when she was struck,” 
Commander Ellsberg sa‘d, 
periscope points aft. This shows 
that they were watching the City 
of Rome, which Was coming up 
behind on the port quarter. 

‘The helm of the S-51 is hard 
to the right, showing that they 
were swinging her to starboard to 
get out of the way of the ship that 
was bearing down on them. The 
clutches of the main eng'ne are 
thrown out and the electric mo- 
tors are slipped in, showing readi- 
ness to dive. 

“We estimate that within a min- 
ute after the prow of the City of 
Rome tore through the hull of the 
S-51, the submarine was on the 
bottom.’ 

The S-51 was pulled into dry 
dock in the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
today. 

Navy officers announced that it 
would require six hours to pump. 
out the water and remove the de- 
bris accumulated during her nine 
months’ undersea.

Start of “Processing.”

ASKS FOR COAL ROAD LEASE 


Reading Would Acquire Eastern 
Line for Fast Shipment. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, TJuly 8.—The 
Reading company applied to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
today for authority to acquire con- 
trol by a 999-year lease of the Le- 
high & New England Rallroad, 
dating from Jan. 1, 1927. Acqui- 
sition of the road, which operates 
155 miles of line in Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey and New York, the ap- 
plication said, would enable the 
Reading to operate through and 
shorter routes for the transporta- 
tion of anthracite from the Schuy!l- 
kill regions of Pennsylvania 
through points in  castern and 
northern New York and New En- 
gland. 

It also would permit improve- 
ment of through routes now exist- 
ing and the opening of additional 
ones for the handling of traffic be- 
tween the northeastern states and 
southern, western, southwestern 
and southeastern points. The 
Reading would pay an annual rent- 
al, payable quarterly, of $1,069,000, 
and would assume liability of 
equipment trusts obligations on cer- 
tain mortgages of the road.

WHEN WILLIAMS WAKES! 


Senator Williams, in his latest speech, deciares 
that the Federal prohibition issue is “a moral, social 
and nonpolitical question.” It has nothing to do with 
politics, or with Republicans and Democrats, as such. 
It would be a good thing 


for the country if temperance were a moral and 80- 


We wish this were so. 


cial question, and treated as such. In that event we 
would not now have the country divided against itself, 
nor would we confront an unprecedented condition 
of disrespect for law, lawlessness and official cor- 
ruption which menaces the foundations of good gov- 
ernment. | 
How can Senator Williams call a question nonpo- 
litical which has entered into politics ever since the 
prohibition campaign was started? It has been the 
deciding issue in many electiots. It has determined 
the choice of candidates in the primaries and in 
the elections. It has been a continual subject of de- 
bate in Congress. It has been fhe concern of execu- 
tives and administrative officials of the Government. 
It has caused the adoption of legislation hitherto un- 
heard of in American government. It has cost the 
people millions in taxation, through special appro- 
priations to enforce the prohibition law. 
The disclosures of the Senate committee investigat- 
ing campaign expenditures show that in six years 
the Antisaloon League spent over $11,000,000 to in- 
ject the prohibition issue into politics and keep it 
there, and to control politics and the Government in 
the interest of this issue. It has succeeded in con- 
trolling the national Government and most of the 
state governments. It has made the prohibition is- 
sue the controlling’ issue in elections, frequently to 
the utter abandonment of all other issues. It has not 
only controlled politics but corrupted politics. For 
several years a prohibition lobby has been the master 
of Congress and master of the whole Government at 
Washington. 
If an issue that controls politics, controls Govern- 
ments, determines the choice of candidates, causes 
the adoption of drastic laws, draws heavily from the 
Treasury for the enforcement of these laws, even to 
the extent of creating a special enforcement unit to 
enforce one law, is not a political issue, then we do 
not know what a political issue is. 
We may go further and say that the issue has 
changed the whole spirit of the Constitution. It has 
changed the Constitution from an instrument which 
placed limitations upon the power of Government to 
an instrument which destroys the rights and liberty, 
of the people, threatens the complete subversion of 
the Bill of Rights and the usurpation of state rights 
and powers by the Federal Government. 
We might lengthen the indictment. We might 
show how, through the control of government, it has 
created law-made crimes of acts that are in them- 
selves innocent, and has filled the jails, confiscated 
property on account of these artificial crimes and 
affected the whole life and conduct of the people. 
_ If an issue which has done this to the American 
people and their Government is not a political issue, 
there is not any such thing as a political issue. If 
it is a nonpolitical issue, why does Senator Williams 
dodge and straddle it? 
- Through its effects on the Constitution, the Gov- 
ernment, the laws, the lives of the people, it has be- 
come one of the biggest political issues in the history 
of America. It is an issue that will not down until 
it is settled right. We believe Senator Williams will 
discover this fact when the campaign fog which en- 
velopes him is dispelled. 
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PINCHOT, THE BASE DECEIVER. 


Many emotions have been evoked by the Pennsy)- 
vania primary, from amazement to despair, but the 
disclosure that caused anguish of heart was reserved 
almost to the last chapter. We refer to the perfidy 
of Gifford Pinchot in paying the women watchers 
only $5 while the men were given an honorarium 
of $10. 

Gifford Pinchot, as everyone knows, has been a 
gallant and vociferous champion of woman’s rights. 
He might, we think, be described as one of our most 
ferocious feminists. He was among the first of the 
forward lookers to insist that a woman should re- 
ceive the same wage as a man for the same quality of, 
work. Yet in the acid test of practice his courtly the- 
ories go glimmering. 

Just what the duties of a Pennsylvania watcher 
are may be debatable. The impression is that it is 
an honorary task; that the law authorizing such em- 
ployment is a mere subterfuge to conceal the trans- 
action of purchasing a vote. Whether that is true, 
or whether the Pennsylvania watcher is hired to 
watch, cannot ameliorate the Pinchot treachery. That 
a woman is as capable a watcher as a man, or that a 
woman’s vote counts as much as a man’s vote, is, of 
course, a self-evident truth. Yet Pinchot rates woman 
as only half a man. 

This is villainous. If we know anything about 
women it will cause wailing and wagging of tongues 
in Pennsylvania. 
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THE ALIEN PROPERTY SCANDAL. 


As chairman of the special Senate committee au- 
thorized to conduct the inquiry Senator Borah prom- 
ises a searching investigation of the Alien Property 
Custodian's office from the beginning. The country 
will be satisfied with nothing less. 

How well or how badly the trust has been ad- 
ministered remains to be proved, but evidently the 
committee expects to find a sorry mess. “We start 
out with some strong predilections,” says Mr. Borah, 
a state of mind shared by the public, in view of the 
revelations in the case of the American Metals Co. 
Because of their alleged connection with that malodor- 
ous transaction former Attorney-General Daugherty 
is now under indictment, as is Thomas W. Miller, 
former Custodian. A third man involved in that af- 
fair, and indicted along with Daugherty and Miller, 
was John T. King, prominent Republican politician of 
Connecticut, who died recently. 

The alien property seized by the Government dur- 
ing the war amounted to a princely estate. Its pres- 
ent book value is $260,000,000. The business should 
have been closed up long ago and the property re- 
turned to its owners. The failure to do this is not 
chargeable to the Daughertys or Millers or Kings. It 
is chargeable to Congress and to the executive, and 
it is a neglected obligation that should be promptly 
met when Congress again convenes. Meantime, if 
the men to whom the Government delegated this 
trusteeship have grafted and speculated with the 
funds, their exposure is long overdue.

WATER FAMINE IN THE COUNTY. 


Water supply conditions in some parts of the 
county call for the attention of the health authorities 
and the Public Service Commission. There have been 
shortages of water in dry weather in large parts of 
the county for several years. But in some districts 
this year there is a famine. / ‘ 

Residents who have built houses, depending upon 
the supply of the St. Louis Water and Light Co., 
which has a franchise to serve the people of the 
‘county, have found themselves without a water sup- 
ply for several days. Occasionally, a little water may 
dribble thrqugh the faucets for a short time within 
the 24 hours, but it is such vile stuff that it is unfit 
for domestic uses, and wholly unfit for drinking pur- 
poses. Health, life and property are imperiled in 
these famine districts. 

Officials of the company charge the famine to the 
unusual use of water for sprinkling purposes and the 
large consumption of golf clubs. It is obviously the 
obligation of a public service company to be prepared 
for the unusual demands of dry seasons and the in- 
crease of population, which has been notable in the 
county. It is the company’s imperative duty to see 
that all of its consumers get sufficient water for do- 
mestic uses and to save stock. 

If the gontinuation of the situation in some parts 
of the county is not accompanied by disease and de- 
structive fires it will be little short of a miracle. 
The county water company should fulfill its obliga- 
tions as a public service utility.

The axiom that a lady carrying an Atlantic Month- 
ly Magazine is immune from masculine attention 
must be knocked into a cocked hat by an article, 
“Liberty and Sovereignty,” published in the current 
issue.

Atlantic digs up the 
political wisdom of John Stuart Mill (which is anath- 
ema to tyrants) and shows, as Lord Acton put it, 
that the ‘‘great question is to discover not what Gov- 
ernments prescribe but what they ought to prescribe; 
for no prescription is valid against the conscience of 
mankind.” 

Mr. Martin would give no plaee to Pontius Pilate 
in the modern scheme of things. He would hold men 
to as “high a liability and accountability for their 
omissions as for their acts. The consequences of 
doing nothing are just as inevitable and far-reaching 
as the consequences of affirmative action,” he says, 
and adds: ‘He who obeys a law which is wrong con- 
tributes by that to the final debacle, the intensity of 
which is increased, because delayed, by that obedi- 
ence. * * * Obedience is all that a despotism asks. 
If it can always secure that, then there is no limit 
to its control and no masters to whom it must render 
an account.” 

That is rather startling in dear old Atlantic, eh? 
It sounds almost like lese majeste. Yet when people 
are forced against their conscience to obey law, in- 
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stead of law and order we have law and chaos. 

In effect, Atlantic denounces proponents of the 
theory that we should obey laws which a community 
thinks an outrage on their conscience. This sounds 
as if the Atlantic Monthly had been reading about 
the Boston Tea Party.

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PITY THE POOR ANT-EATER.
